Burnett Does a Big Job

gest businessman in Florida Ed 
Ball, head of the mighty Florida 
DuPont empire. 


Kirk's

Republican strength is rising 


in Florida but there was far 
more than this behind Kirk's 
triumph.

matoid arthritis it may be 
given in place of aspirin in 
adequate doses. The chief ad- 
vantages of indomethacin are 
that, unlike cortisone, it can 
be taken for prolonged pe- 
riods and, if such side effects 
as headache, depression, dizzi- 
ness or stomach upset occur, 
they can usually be controlled 
by reducing the dose. This 
drug should not be taken by 
persons who have ulcers of 
the stomach or intestines.

1966 Election 
Campaigns Not 
Intellectual

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


1966 election campaips were 
hardly intellectual — what cam- 
paigns are? — but the big politi- 
cal mystery of the year was 
that master politician, Presi- 
dent Johnson, 


Some day, although it's not in 


sight in our lifetime, political 
scientists will be kept busy re- 
flecting on the 20th century 
American mind, the politicians' 
and the voters'. 


Instead of debating the issues 


exhaustively on television so the 
people could reach reasonable 
judgments on them and their 
ideas, 
the 
politicians 
spent 


much of theJr time trying to 
persuade the voters by shaking 
hands. 


The explanation is simple: 


It's a way of keeping in the pub- 
lic eye and maybe the public 
mind. Since this is an ancient 
custom, it wasn't unique in 1966, 
Johnson himself has no equal in 
this field , as "presser of the 
flesh." 


Sir Winston Churchill under- 


stood the public eye bit very 
early as a 
young man who 


wanted to get elected to Parlia- 
ment but first had to make an 
impression. 


When he was on the North- 


west Indian frontier in 1897 
Churchill wrote a letter to his 
mother — it's in the just-pub- 
lished first volume of a three- 


fry Offset 


volume biography by his son, 
Randolph S. Churchill - which 
said: 


"I rode my grey pony all 


along the skirmish line where 
everyone else was lying down in 
cover. Foolish perhaps but I 
play for high stakes and given 
an audience there is no act too 


In Congress Johnson needs all 


the Democrats he can get, Even 
if the Republicans today cap. 
ture 30 or so House seats, the 
Democrats would still have a 
majority and keep control, 


But the fewer the Democrats, 


the harder it will be for Johnson 
to get his programs through 
these next two years. And his 
success with programs may af- 
fect his chances for re-election 
in 1968. 


Nevertheless, although a lot of 


his Democrats needed help, he 
did 
extremely 
little 
cam- 


paigning for them and in Octo- 
ber, as the campaigns reached 
their peak, he went off on a 17- 
day trip to Asia. 


Since he undoubtedly could 


have postponed this until after 
the election, the unanswered 
question is: Why did he do it 
when he did? 


Perhaps he thought the head- 


lines he'd make every day as 
the American commander in 
chief around the world would do 
his Democrats more good than 
any number of speeches he 
might have made at home. 


There's no evidence they did. 


But Johnson has a lot in com- 
mon with Churchill. Both men 
sought fame and recognition all 
their lives. And Johnson, as 
Churchill did, loves a gallery, 
daring or too noble. Without the 
gallery, things are different." 


Still, it was strange to see 


Sen. Paul H. Douglas, Illinois 
Democrat and one of the truly 
intellectual members of Con- 
gress, waiting outside factory 
gates to shake hands with men 
he had never met and probably 
wouldn't again. 


But it was all mutual. 
People who might have voted 


more intelligently if they had 
spent more time studying the 
issues and what the candidates 
said, turned out In thousands to 
see the politicians and bowled 
one another over in the rush to 
shake hands with Johnson, or 
Sen, 
Robert F, 
Kennedy or
